DEATH OF KMMKT DELOLL
A Well Knuiro l'rluter ami Old Soldier

!*«« Awar Sudden))-.
About half past twolvo yesterday J.

Emmet Deloo died at his residencu on

tho Island, aged forty-eight. Though
ho had been unwell (or a Ions time, his
illness did not take a aorioua turn till
three days ago, since which time ho has
boen confined to his bed, with no hopes
of recovery.

Mr. Deloe was an old and well known
printer, respected by all wiio knew him
for his many excellent qualities, lie
was born in Wheeling, and lived here
the greater part of his life. IIo served
throe years in the Union army, and was
a member of Holliday Post, G. A. K.
Aftor his return from the army he
founded tho Tyler county Star, ut anadlebourno,and ran it lor "several voara.
Ho has since been employed as a corn-,

positor on tho Intelliokncek and other
papers. Ho leaves a widow, one son,
David, secretary of tho Typographical
union, and a daughter, Miss Janio.

It was his wish that ho might bo
buried by his old comrades ot the army,
and tho funeral will take place Friday
afternoon, under the auspices of HollidavPost, whoso members cordially requestall other old soldiers to unite
with them in paying tho last tributo to
au honored veteran. i

Congress at ita Inst session, voted an

appropriation to the World's Fair. It
